The com- 


mission directly charged many of them with inordinate 
greed and bare faced fraud. 


The report covers a thoro research into the enormous 


profits of the live big packers, the flour milling trade, pro- 
ducers of basic metals, oils and chemicals, coal aud lumber,- 
leather and canning industries, and is in response to a .re- 
quest from congress which probably will check the profit- 
eers thru the enactment of more effective criminal 
statutes. 


The commission strikes at the industries whose out- 


put is price regulated by the government, showing that 
heavy profits arc being made by the low cost concerns. It 
charges the big five packers, Armour, Swift, Moms, Wil- 
son and Gudahy, and their subsidiary companies, with 
manipulations of the market that cmbrac'e "every device 
that is useful to them without regard to law." 


The packers reward, the report says, is expressed in 


terms of profit, revealing that four concerns alone have 
pocketed »i 3915, 3936 and 1917, $140,000,000, most of it 
oxcc.ss profits. 
The average pre-war profit for these con- 


cerns, omitting Wilson and Co., during the period of 1912- 
Um and 1914 was $39,000,000. 
".During the three war 


years, these firms made an excess of $J21,000,000 over the 
pre-war gains. 
The commission refers to tho. meat indus- 


try thus: ''However delicate a definition is framed for 
'profiteering' these packers have preyed upon the people 
unconscionably. 
They are soon to come under I'lirther 


governmental regulation approved by executive order." 


While the sales of these companies during this period 


increased 150 percent, the return of profit, increased 400 
percent, the. report charges, or two and one half times as 
much as the sales.
